1 . Claims 1 -5, 7-1 3 and 1 5-1 6 are pending and allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of Potter (US 5,787,402) teaches a method and system for 
performing financial transaction involving foreign currencies deals in virtually all trading 
currencies, automatically incorporates the current market process and operates in a 
secure environment. 

In regarding to independent claims 1, 7 and 16, Potter taken either individually or 
in combination with other prior art of record fails to teach or render obvious calculating a 
price for the foreign trade using the foreign trade data, pricing data, and currency 
information obtained from a currency database comprising a list of currencies, currency 
rank, currency rate, points-to-move, currency precision and date of said currency 
database's last update.
